that practiced Christianity is a rela- 


tionship to the person of Jesus Christ 


and not just membership in a Chris- 
_ tian association known as church. 


One of the real problems, not only 


‘in the church life of our day, but in 


all other facets of living is what I 
term “institutionalism.” Man tends to 


be lost in the mass; individuals fade 


into groups; small business enterprises 
are swallowed up into mammoth 
operations; states meld into nations— 


in all of this the forces tend to cause 


_man to lose sight that he is a person 


created by God and with responsibili- 


ties to God. 


Characteristic of life today is an 
ittempt to abdicate individual respon- 
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sibilities and to project them into or- 
ganization. Christianity has fallen 
prey in many areas to this same prob- 
lem. Many people view their spirit- 
ual life as being fully complete by 
paying a tithe, having a name on a 
church roll, or attending Sunday ser- 
vices. Factually and spiritually man 
can not remove himself in this man- 
ner from the grave obligations to 
which we have all been called — 
building the Kingdom of God. It is 
not the work of organizations, it is the 
work of individuals who merely com- 
prise organizations. 

I am reminded of the ancient pro- 
phet Isaiah who tried to stir his peo- 
ple to reality. He challenged them 
with the truth and the truth was their 
fasting, holy days, prayers, rituals and 
sacrifices were only symbols of no- 
thingness. They failed to live their 
faith and it merely had become an in- 
stitutional practice. 


My own experience perhaps is typ- 
ical of many in the business and pro- 
fessional world. Busy schedules and 
many obligations for time and energy 
causes One to view most things in 
terms of organization and meetings. I 
was fortunate though in that certain 
individuals engaged in personal evan- 
gelism sought me out to share the con- 
cept of man and his personal relation- 
ship to Christ and showed by exam- 
ple of their lives that this was prac- 
tical, real and quite attainable. The 
evidence was overwhelming and logic 
is confirmed by the grace of God that 
a new life in Christ is most productive 
and satisfying. 

It is imperative that the exercise of 
personal evangelism be conducted in 
a careful and intelligent manner. 


First, St. Paul gave us the example 
that a witness of the faith must be 
willing to accept people as they are 
and not what we might think they 
should be. Reformation of human 
personality and habits can not be 
made a_ prerequisite to receiving 
Christ. The transformation of human 
character comes after the beginning 
of the new life in Christ. 


Secondly, the person giving witness 
must have a clear comprehension of 
the faith and present it in an under- 
standable manner. 


Thirdly, we must be adaptable in 


our witness in order to present Christ — 


as the answer to every man’s life and 
problems. In other words, a practical 
every day faith to live by and not 
just a Sunday ritual. 


I would refer your attention to the 
14th, 15th and 17th Chapters of the 
Book of the Acts as examples of flex- 
ible witnessing to meet the needs of 
different groups. Lastly there must 
be a follow-up to help the new con- 
vert in establishing himself in a daily 
study and prayer life. 


It has given my life a true purpose 
and direction in serving not myself, 
but the person of Jesus Christ; and 
secondly, this fellowship and relation- 
ship to Christ brings the tranquility 
of peace of mind and confidence of 
purposeful living. This to me repre- 
sents the need of the day and the re- 
sponsibility of the layman.

Nevada, the sixth largest state in 
the Union ranks 48th in population.

Even though Nevada _ has 
been a State since 1864 the Federal 
Government owns 87% of the over 
seventy million land acres which 
make up its territory. The famous 
mines of the Comstock Lode produc-

In the early boom days, men work- 
ed alone, but with the exhaustion of 
the loose placer gold, the huge mills 
became necessary to crush the ore 
which was brought from the ground 
in one of the most complex mining 
operations in history. The influx of 
workers called for settled communi- 
ties, with schools, churches and homes. 

The first religious organization in 
Nevada was the Latter Day Saints, 
or Mormons, from Salt Lake City who 
claimed Nevada as part of the Utah 
territory. The oldest community in 
the state, Genoa in Douglas County, 
at the foot of the Sierras, was found- 
ed by the Mormons. 

The laborers who worked in the 
mines were many of them German, 
driven to the U. S. during the great 
Revolution of 1848. Most of them 
were Lutherans. Many other miners 
were Cornish, Scotch and Welsh, who 
were Episcopal (Church of England) 
and Presbyterian. The great potato 
famine in Ireland and the resultant 
migration to America of thousands of 
Catholic Irish, who signed on the 
railroad labor gangs serving the trans- 
portation system for the mines, 
brought to Nevada additional Roman 
Catholics to add to the Mexican and 
Spanish people who had crossed the 
high Sierra mountains from Califor-

nia. The migration from Southern 
Europe in the late 1800’s and early 
1900's brought many Italian people to 
reinforce them so that the Roman 
church claims churches in every com- 
munity. 

There is no record of the great re- 
vival movement following the Civil 
War having reached Nevada. One 
early day preacher is said to have la- 
mented that he did not think there 
were six men in the entire state which 
fulfilled the Biblical requirements for 
deacons. However, in 1910 there was 
a revival meeting in Carson City, the 
State Capitol, of such magnitude that 
whiskey in barrels was burned by re- 
pentant saloon keepers and _ the 
churches in Carson City were greatly 
increased in size. 

There has been so much publiciz- 
ing of the lurid side of the boom days 
in Nevada that many forget there are 
more infants than gun-men in the 
cemeteries. Bad water killed more 
people than bullets and poor safety 
requirements in the mines were re- 
sponsible for more deaths than six- 
guns.

ing state in the Union. In the last five 
years the growth of the state has been 
outstanding.

Rev. A. V. Brown in the late 1920's 
started Nevada’s first Pentecostal 
church in Reno. A few years later 
Rev. Bernard Tewell began a work in 
Elko, Nevada and almost at the same 
time on July 11, 1931, C. Ely Persing 
opened the Assembly church in Fal- 
lon. Brother Persing says, “Those were 
trying days in those early years in 
Nevada. Several times men threatened 
to actually shoot us if we did not 
leave town but the presence of the 
Lord was with us and there is still an 
excellent congregation in Fallon to- 
day.” 

Similar stories can be told by many 
of those early Nevada pioneers. Be- 
cause of their great love for souls and 
because they fought so courageously 
the taxing agonies of those small be- 
ginnings the Assemblies of God is now 
one of the strongest Protestant De- 
nominations in Nevada today. 

Though much pioneering has been 
done and churches have been estab- 
lished there is still much pioneering 
that will have to be done in the fu- 
ture. In fact, among the seventeen 
Assembly of God Churches in Ne- 
vada most of them, of necessity, re- 
quire pastors who are willing to sac- 
rifice a great deal for the cause of 
Christ. 

Several of the Nevada ministers 
must seek employment outside their 
pastorial duties to suppliment their 
income. Several of them do carpenter

opening provides many opportunities 
for him to council and minister to a 
large number of people in his town. 

It would be impossible for us to 
mention here the heroic role each Ne- 
vada pastor plays in his individual 
ministry. However, one of the most 
outstanding examples of personal sac- 
rifice for the high cause of promoting 
the Gospel in Nevada comes from 
Winnemucca where Rev. and Mrs. 
Maurice Caudill are the pastors. 
Brother Caudill holds down two part 
time jobs while Sister Caudell works 
a full time job. Their growing congre- 
gation currently meets in the living 
room of their home where they have 
had as high as 89 in attendance. The 
District Home Missions Department 
has assisted them in purchasing prop- 
erty for the erection of a new church. 
With the help of the presbyter and 
several fellow ministers the building 
has begun but the cold winters of this 
high Northern city provide only a 
short building season especially when 
the building is in it’s present stage of 
construction. The Caudills work tire- 
lessly many hours every day in their 
sacrificial attempt to firmly establish 
an Assemblies of God church at Win- 
nemucca. They say in visiting some 


of their church prospects in the out- 


lying areas of their city it is necessary 
for them to ford rather treacherous 
streams with their car. 

In answer to a question concerning 
their hardships that appeared on a 
questionnaire that was sent to all the 
Nevada pastors by the Glad Tidings 
editors, the Caudills replied in typical 
fashion of each of our Assembly min- 
isters in Nevada, “We count it a privil- 
ege to labor in this field for 
Christ.” End

QUESTION: Mr. French we know that you 
accepted Christ at Billy Graham’s London 
Crusade in 1954. Tell us briefly your back- 
ground prior to your conversion. 


FRENCH: Before my conversion I 
had been in the theatre for 17 years. 
I had done many other jobs as well. 
I had been around the world on tran- 
sit steamers. I sold news papers, I 
worked in factories, delivered milk 
and so on. I hardly went to church — 


_maybe twice a year on Easter and 


Christmas. I felt that I was extremely 


respectable. 


‘QUESTION: Describe the events leading te 


your conversion. 


FRENCH: There was a slight do- 
mestic upheaval in my life and I de- 
cided that Billy Graham was respon- 
sible so I thought I would fight him. 
F invested the services of about 3 or 
4 newspapers and I fought against 
him and my story became a headline 
story in fact a national story. Finally 
} decided since Billy was in a hotel 
next to my theatre in London Id 
crash the big press conference where 
he was speaking. I thought I would 
walk up to him with a press photo- 
grapher and punch him on the nose 
publicly. I knew if I could do this it 
would really bring my story inte 
prominence. Of course, as you may 
know, as my fist went up to punch 
him in the nose, his hand reached out 
and shook my fist. And finally I had 
a cup of coffee with him on the fol- 
lowing Thursday morning alone in his 
hotel. There he explained to me the 
crucifixion which made an indelible 
impression upon me. The many things 
that he said to me in that room made 
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such a tremendous impression upon 
me that my thoughts were suddenly 
overwhelmed with the seriousness of 
life. I went back to my theatre about 
2 hours later and I picked up a Gos- 
pel of St. John which I had not been 
able to read before. And now, all at 
once, I understood it very clearly. 
The impact of that talk with Billy was 
so tremendous that I went down to 
the London Crusade at Heringay 
Arena and went forward publicly the 
following Saturday afternoon. 


QUESTION: Where did yov contact Full 
Gospel people? 


FFRENCH: I used to preach in var- 
ious churches such as the Presbyter- 
ian, Brethren, Baptist, in fact any 
kind of church, even the Episcopal on 
one occasion. Once in the middle of 
last year I went to an Assembly of 
God Church while in England and I 
was so impressed with the type of 
service they had there that I became 
very interested in the Assemblies of 
God movement. It was there I receiv- 
ed the baptism in the Holy Spirit. 


QUESTION: What caused: you to come to 
the United States? 


FRENCH: It began this way. I had 
planned to go to Equador, South 
America. I had corresponded with 
Elizabeth Elliott who wrote the book 
“Gates of Splendor” and I was going 
down there as a sort of missionary, 
“come writer.” I wanted to take a 
movie of the Amazon to bring back 
to show to youth groups in America 
and England. Then just before I set 
out I was invited to America by the 
National C.A. Secretary, Dick Fulmer

QUESTION: Mr. French, though you have > 
only been in the United States a few 
months you have ministered in a number ’ 
of our Assemblies of God churches. What } 
impresses you most about them? 


FRENCH: Well, I think that the: 
Assemblies of God movement as 4) 
whole is alive. ’m impressed with the : 
Sunday School attendance. I’m im-» 
pressed with the fact that every 
church I go to they tell me they’ve got : 
a new building program underway or ° 
they just built a new church or they 
have plans for a new church or they ’ 
are buying a lot for a new church. 
The growth of this movement is out- - 
standing. I’m impressed with the 
youth — the number of young people 
attending these churches is above 
normal. I am also impressed with the 
fact that the Assemblies of God does- : 
n't pull any punches with the Gospel. . 


QUESTION: What challenges you about} 
Christianity? 


FRENCH: It is the greatest chal- 


enge I have ever had in my life. 
When I accepted Christ and realized 
hat Christ lives today and that He 
s a reality in 1958 even with atomic 
90mbs and sputniks around us and 
when I realize the millions of people 
throughout the world who do not 
mow Christ it immediately became 
4 great challenge to me. to tell them. 


QUESTION: Because you have been an 
uctor no doubt you have an opinion as 
jo the future of Christian drama. 


FRENCH: Recently I was on a 
Christain radio program that was very 
well organized and frankly I think 
Christian drama looks rather rosey. 
However, I do not appreciate some 
so-called Christian drama and movies 
[ve seen in the past. I feel they lack 
professional quality and Evangelism 
appeal. Many times the cast of Chris- 
tian movies are made up of amateurs 
or professionals who are temporarily 
out of a job and can’t get employment 
anywhere else. These and other fac- 
tors have caused the quality of some 
of our Christian movies to sink below 
what I would like to see. 


QUESTION: Do you think we can learn 
anything from drama to help our presen- 
tation of the Gospel? 


FRENCH: Yes I do, very much so 
in several ways. For instance, I was 
speaking in a jail a few nights ago to 
a group of men and Id been listening 
to an Evangelist tell them they must 
be Saved, they must accept Christ, 
they must do this, they must do the 
other thing. And I knew from the look 
on those boys faces they didn’t know 
what it was to be Saved. They didn’t 
even know what the word meant. 
Finally we were able to break the 
word down and when they saw it 
quite clearly 21 out of 23 accepted 
Christ. 

QUESTION: Do you think that our pre- 
sentation of the Gospel is often times too 
complicated? 


. FRENCH: Yes because I remember 
the few times I went to church before 
I was a Christian I would sit down in 
the congregation and listen to some 
pastor tell me Jesus Christ died on 
the cross for me, that I must get

saved, that I must be converted, that 
I must have my soul restored — well 
I didn’t know what he was talking 
about. I hadn’t a clue. Believe me 
when you spoke to me just now about 
the challenge, that to me is a trem- 
dous challenge. Because even today 
I sit down in churches and I hear 
pastors say you must be saved, you 
must go to heaven, you must have 
eternal life, you must have everlast- 
ing life. People don’t know what that 
means, they don’t know what ever- 
lasting life means or eternal life. I 
know that because I didnt myself 
and I consider myself to be reason- 
ably intelligent. 


QUESTION: Do you think the Baptism of 
the Holy Spirit is essential today? 


FRENCH: Yes I do. Because I be- 
lieve that when you are filled with 
the Spirit you are controlled more of 
God. You have more of God in you 
than when you are not filled with the 
Spirit. You are able to see the Gospel! 
more clearly and concisely and what 
is more the word of God is put into 
you in no uncertain fashion. 


“Christianity . . . the greatest challenge” 
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REV. L. R. KEYS WAS RECENTLY ONE OF THE GUEST SPEAKERS AT THE BI-ANNUAL, 
MEETING OF ASSEMBLY OF GOD WORKERS IN ALASKA. 


I was our privilege to be the evening 
speaker at the bi-annual meeting 
of the Assembly of God workers of 
Alaska, held, this time at Anchorage. 
The convention lasted one week. 
Practically all the workers of the ter- 
ritory were present. The brethren 
stated that it was the largest conven- 
tion they have yet had. God blessed 
in all the services. Brother Gayle 
Lewis, of Springfield, Missouri, the 
National Home Missions Executive 
was in charge of the convention. Each 
morning he conducted a Ministers’ 
Institute which was rich, practical and 
blessedly spiritual. It was our privil- 
ege to show the film, “ONE HUN- 
DRED THOUSAND SOULS” and to 
represent Bethany Bible College in 
addition to our speaking program. At 
the close of the convention eight or 
nine had received the baptism and 
the ministering brethren felt that they 
had been refreshed, encouraged and 
blessed of the Lord. 


After the convention we were taken 
to Fairbanks by Rev. Ben F. Wilson. 
Rev. Wilson is the brother of Reuben 
A. Wilson, Sr., our Assistant Superin- 
tendent. This trip was made in Bro- 
ther Wilson’s four place Piper Cub 
plane. It took just two hours and ten 
minutes. By railroad it is a twelve 
hour trip. Air travel is the accepted 
mode of travel in Alaska. Many places 
cannot possibly be reached except by 
air. While at Fairbanks we were 
flown to five or six of the mission vil- 
lages on the Yukon river. These are 
native (Indian) villages. Some of 
them are above the Arctic Circle. 
Here we found that the gospel was 
the power of God unto salvation with 
healing and miracles.

They are quite modern and not unlike 
our smaller cities in California so far 
as stores, services, and conveniences 
are concerned. Streets are being paved 
and improvements made to keep pace 
with the increasing population. 


Other towns visited were Sitka, 
Skagway, Petersburg and Ketchikan. 
Brother Lewis had kindly worked out 
our itinerary for us. It was our privil- 
ege to minister the Word and repre- 
sent our Bible College in each town 
and city we visited. A number of 
promising contacts were made with 
young people for Bethany Bible Col- 
lege. 


In all these places we found won- 
derfully consecrated men of God and 
their wives serving the Lord, often 
under trying conditions; in some 
places, living is very primitive. There 
are special problems for workers in 
Alaska. We believe that not every one 
would fit into the Alaskan picture. We 
met a number of former students of 
Bethany in the territory who are do- 
ing a good work for the Lord. 


The cost of living is very high. In 
one instance, a man and his two 
children are living in one room with 
no running water at a cost of one hun- 
dred dollars per month. Groceries are 
high; here are a few examples: 


Cucumbers, 69c each; Cabbage, 20c 
per lb.; Lettuce, 49c per lb.; Bananas, 
49c and 69c per |b.; Small Juice or- 
anges, $1.78 per doz.; Bread, 40c per 
small loaf; Eggs, $1.25 per doz.; Small 
juice, 27c per can; Butter, 73c per lb.; 
Milk, 47c per qt.; Carrots, 89c per 
small bunch; Tomatoes, four for 69c; 
Cottage cheese, 55c carton; Watermel- 
lon, 14c and 17c per Ib. 


There seems to be ample opportun- 
ity in Alaska for men who are trained 
in secular occupations to locate in 


some of the cities and assist the pas- 
tor in our churches. We met a num- 
ber who were doing this; they were: 
teaching school or working in the 
canneries, etc., and then lending their 
financial and spiritual support to the 
work. Such help is invaluable. One of 
the former students of our school whe: 
is now teaching school told me of heer: 
many opportunities to witness for 
the Lord by the life which she lived 
before the pupils. She suggested that! 
I make such opportunities known to 
our Pentecostal school teachers in the 
states.

ment and our support.

Some time ago in a Worker’s Con- 
ention, while we were discussing 
he Qualifications of a Pastor, the sub- 
ect of the qualifications of a pastor’s 
vife arose, and what should be ex- 
ected of her. It was touched upon 
ery lightly, dealt with very fearfully, 
md left quickly. This question is of 
‘ital importance, and should be 
wayerfully and carefully considered. 
t is essential to the success of the pas- 
or and his work that his wife live be- 
ore God as she should. Is it not an 
icknowledged fact that a wife can 
nake or break her husband? 

A pastor's wife need not be a 
yreacher. While it may be beneficial 
ind helpful to her husband if she is 
ible to preach, it is not a necessary 
yualification; yet she should be able 
© conduct herself with ease before 
he public. 

The first great essential of a min- 
sters wife that should be borne in 
upon her by the Holy Spirit is the 
: Responsibility of Her Position 

She is not just a housewife to care 
or the home and the family. She is 
ooked upon by the people as an ex- 
imple equally with her husband. In 
act more so. It may be unfair, per- 
laps unjust, but it is so. She is look- 
sd upon for an example in housekeep- 
ng, raising of a family, in prayer life, 
n spiritual experience and almost 
sverything else of womankind. 

The Lack of Discretion 
mn the part of the pastor’s wife has 
geen the cause of many a church 
quarrel, and many a difficult situa- 
jon has arisen for a pastor because 
ais wife has been indiscrete in her 
sonversation. Church affairs should 
never be discussed by her with mem- 
ders of the congregation.

band says so and so, and Jo and be- 
hold! the pastor finds himself the cen- 
ter of a circle of gossip and criticism 
which may take him months to un- 
tangle and straighten up. All this be- 
cause Mrs. Pastor has unwisely pass- 
ed on something he may have said 
intended for her ears alone. 

I have heard of ministers’ wives 
who talked Against Their Husbands 
to members of the congregation. God 
help the minister whose wife takes 
this position. The very foundation of 
his work is being wrecked before he 
starts to build. If his wife does not 
stand wholeheartedly by him, who 
can be expected to? 

Some pastors’ wives Need So Much 
Care and Attention and seem so un- 
able to care for their own part of the 
work, that their husbands have not 
the time to take care of their churches 
as they should. Thus their congrega- 
tions suffer and are neglected. Com- 
plaints and dissatisfaction arises. A 
new pastor is wanted and the onlook- 
er wonders why. 

I have known pastors whose public 
ability was very mediocre and other 
qualifications on a par, but who were 
blessed with a Godly, Prayerful and 
Sensible Wife who stood behind 
them, held up their hands in battle, 
as Aaron and Hur held up the hands 
of Moses when the battle was in ar- 
ray. Such a pastor is impelled by his 
wife to go forward to fill a useful 
place in the ministry and make a suc- 
cessful pastor. 

A Burden for the Church 

The pastor’s wife must Love the 
Flock. 

She should enter into the cares and 
difficulties of the mothers who strug- 
gle under the heavy load of small in- 
come and little children. How much 
a passing caress, a falling tear, and 
a whispered word of encouragement 
means to her. 

Neat Home 

Her Home Should be Neat and 
Well Kept so that any member of the 
congregation could bring a friend at 
any time to the pastor for an inter- 
view without fearing the embarrass- 
ment of finding everything in dis- 


order, a sink full of dishes, children 
untidy and ill-behaved, etc. These 
may seem trifling things but they go 
a long way in making a successful 
pastor's wife. 

Outward Appearance 

Now I touch on a delicate point. 
Not only should she lead the way in 
these things mentioned but she should 
be an example In Her Outward Ap- 
pearance. 

The latest fashions in hats and 
dresses should never be introduced 
to the Assembly by the pastor’s wife. 
Hers should be the adornment of a 
meek and quiet spirit, clothed out- 
wardly in nice, neat and modest ap- 
parel. 

In a few words, a minister’s wife 
should be a spiritually-minded wo- 
man, who in her relation to the assem- 
bly must be discreet and wise, who 
can carry a burden and be willing to 
sacrifice. The following poem I re- 
ceived from a friend. Let me pass it 
on.
